PARIS, October IS.—The French Gov- 


ernment continues silent concerning the 
alleged revelation of Great Britain's of- 
fer of naval and military aid to France 
If Germany assumed a belligerent atti- 
tude over Morocco. In the meantime the 
newspapers add new phases to t*-ie dis- 
closures. 
The Figaro gives a detailed 


version even more :sensatlonal than the 
previous alleged disclosures of the Ma- 
tin. 
It says that the previous report of 


Great Britain offering to mobilize her 
navy and land British troops In Germany 
ia not correct, tut that the actual occur- 
rence ig about as follows: 


Before the Moroccan crisis became ac- 


ute the British Government made three 
distinct overtures to learn if France was 
disposed to conclude & treaty of defen- 
sive alliance. France declined to con- 
sider the question. Later, when the 
Moroccan crisis became acute Paul Cam- 
bon, tiie French Ambassador to Great 
Britain, reopened the question and ob- 
tained a verbal assurance from Foreign 
Secretary Lansdowne of Great Britain's 
effective concourse in 'ihe effect of a 
conflagration. 
M. Camhon was there- 


fore able to answer M. Delcasse (who 
was then Foreign Minister),

A jury awarded Claude Assalena ?10, 


000 damages against the People's Ex- 
press Company last- night In' a 
suit 


brought against it for Injuries sustained 
through the carelessness of one of the 
company's drivers who went so close to 
a car on which Assalena was riding as 
to hook him oft with the end of the 
singletree. Assalena was dragged oft the 
oar and sustained a fracture of the skull 
which necessitated the removal of a por- 
tion of the skull, besides other injuries. 


The case closed late last night, It be- 


ing nearly flva o'clock before Attorney 
1VI. C. Chapman finished the 
final 
ad- 


dress to the Jury. 
It was one of the 


most forcible anfl telling -speeches he 
has made In his long and brilliant career 
at the bar. Before he had finished It 
was conceded that he had won his case 
for his client, and It was only a ques- 
tion of how much the verdict would be 
for. 
The prayer was for 520,000, and af- 


ter an hour's deliberation the Jury- re- 
turned a verdict for one-half 
of- this 


amount.. 
' '' 


While the verdict runs against .the 


People's Express Company, it is under- 
stood that it in turn is Insured in a 
guarantee and fidelity company in San 
Pranolsco against accidents by Its driv- 
ers up to the amount of S5000. 
So that 


in reality It will only be the loser to the 
extent of .the. verdict bayond this sum. 
Tha People's Express Company was rep- 
resented by Attorney Qeorge B. DeGolla, 
while the Fidelity and Guarantee Com- 
pany were represented by Attorney C. H. 
"Wilson of San Francisco. .Attorney M. 
C. Chapman and Police Judge Mortimer 
Smith fought the case for Assalena. 


The plaintiff himself Is a youth not 


yet 21 years o.f age. He boarded a car 
in April, 1904, near the Webster street 
bridge, and as the car crossed over the 
bridge he moved along on the footboard 
to get a good standing place. The car 
was going In the direction of Alameda, 
and coming from the opposite direction 
was -a wagon of the People's Express 
Company, the driver of which suddenly 
hurried, his horses as he approached the 
bridge in order to get on the draw be- 
"fore the bridge opened. In his hurry the 
horses swerved and almost collided with 
the car. The harness scrapped several 
of the passengers, while the hook at tha 
end of- the singletree tore in*to Assalena's 
leg and jerked him off the car. 


The case was bitterly fought on. both 


sides and the feeling continued through- 
out the arguments which were charac- 
terized by caustic comments and- Innu- 
endos. 
A now feature In the trial was 


the submission of the jury of special Is- 
sues, of which there were nine, which 
covered substantially the basis for the 
finding or the general verdict. This was 
in accordance with the new law passed 
by the last legislature which It stated 
was devised for the benefit of corpora- 
tions. In this connection Attorney M. C. 
Chapman said:

"The law Is framed solely arid for the 


purpose of leading a jury Into error, and 
thus give a corporation an opportunity to 
reverse the verdict before the Supreme 
Court."

Our 
army

excellent state of, efficiency. 
It 
Is 


lacking In men for the coast defenses 
and In that respect must 'be Increased 
somewhat In the next two or three 
years. 
In all respects man for man, 


our Army will challenge comparison 
•with any army In the world. The army 
Is rather a skeleton army than an or- 
ganization for the field. 
It is much 


-larger In cavalry and artillery in pro- 
portion to the infantry than it would 
be for campaign purposes- 
It would 


take a comparatively short time to 
Increase our infantry arm and a much 
longer time to Increase the cavalry 
and artillery branches of the line. 
"The army has not had the educa- 
tional benefit oC external maneuvers 
that larg>s European armies have and 
perhaps there would be less experience 
on the part of our officers in com- 
manding forces In the field than there 
would be among European command- 
ers."In the Philippines uprising It be- 
came necessary to divide the Army 
Into 600 posts and thus to have a 'great 
many independent commands by cap- 
tains 
and 
lieutenants and in some 
cases by non-commissioned officers. 
This was a great strain upon the dis- 
cipline of the Army but It showed the 
capacity of the American soldier, the 
non-commissioned officer 
and 
the 
company commander to exercise suc- 
cessfully the responsibilities of separ- 
ate commands. In , a way, I venture 
to say that this could not have been 
equalled In any other army in the 
world. The constant offer of 
better 
wages and greater opportunities to 
Improve themselves furnished in the 
United States b'y prosperous condi- 
tions, leads a larger proportion of the 
enlisted men to desert than in coun- 
tries where conditions are not so fav- 
orable to earning a living. But In war 
tirne we have never had the slightest 
difficulty In enlisting more men than 
•we needed."

Conway was recognized by Mrs. Rof t 


as the Berkeley outlaw from the pic- 
ture printed In the newspapers of Oc- 
tober 2, a few days after he was killed. 


Conway's picture was not only rec- 


ognized" by Mrs. Rost but by her hus- 
band, Julius Rost, and three of 
the 


roomers. All are positive that the pic- 
ture of Conway is that of the midnight 
visitor to the rooms of Carrlngton and 
Raymond. 


POSED AS U. S. OFFICER.

Rost was robbed of $95 about 


September 17. She accused Carrlng- 
ton of committing the robbery.

next day Carrington and Raymond 
were arrested on suspicion. 


The local detectives were about to 


release Carrlngton and Raymond for 
want of evidence necessary for a con- 
viction on the. burglary charge when 
they were charged with impersonating 
an officer. 


At the Gollmer house Carrlngton and 


Raymond said they were deputy United 
States marshals. Carrlngton posed as 
the chief with Raymond as his assist- 
ant.

The Chronicle is loyal to San Francisco, being published in that 


^city, and desires, of course, that all ocean commerce passing in and 
. out of this bay shall pass over the wharves of San Francisco. Hence, 
it views with a jealous and disapproving eye improvements on the 
Oakland water front that will enable deep sea shipping to lie at our 
wharves, loading into and unloading freight from cars without the 
extfa cost and trouble of ferrying back and forth between this city 
and San Francisco. 
It realizes that enlargement of the port facilities i 


of Oakland will inevitably divert a large share of the ocean commerce 
San Francisco now enjoys io this city. 


It is obvious that the interests of Oakland and San Francisco 


are opposed in this matter. It is as obviously the interest of Oak- 
land to have the bay shore water front improved for dockage and 
wharfage purposes is it is obviously to the interest of San Francisco 
that she should retain a monopoly of the ocean commerce centering 
in this bay. The motives which impel the Chronicle to loyally stand 
by the interests of its home city are precisely the motives which 
should impel every loyal Oaklander to encourage the improvement of 
the water front of this city. 


So far as local interests are concerned, it makes no difference 


to the citizens of Oakland whether wharfage and dockage tolls are 
paid to-the State or to private corporations, but it is all important 
to the people, the property owners and the business interests of Oak- 
land that the water front be improved to supply the needs of com- 
merce. It is quite certain that the State will not spend millions in 


. constructing moles, docks and wharves on the Oakland water front. 
In the first place, such expenditures could not be made without an 
amendment to the State Constitution. In the second, the State al- 
ready has a wharf and dock system in San Francisco from which it 
. collects tolls. At the last election the people voted $2,000,000 for the 
improvement of the San Francisco water front. 


Therefore, the contention that the State alone shall build moles 


and docks on the bay front of Oakland is virtually a contention that 
the Oakland water front shall be improved by nobody.

Adulterated Scotch Whisky 


Those with a fondness for the Scotch highball will, perhaps, be 


surprised to learn that very little pure Scotch \\lnskj is imported 
into the United States. Xearh all ot it coming to this country is 
adulterated, according to Dr \V. H Wiley, Cbief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, \\ho declares m a 
recently published report that sophistication of liquors for export 
is almost universally practiced by British bottlers. 


''The distillers of Scotch whisky rarely ship goods directly to 


the United States. _The whole of the product is practically taken 
by the so-called blenders 
By them it is mixed with what is known 


.as "grain" or "silent" spirit, distilled in Great Britain from Indian 
corn imported from the United States. 


"There is a good dent of pure Irish whisky, that is. unblended 


^or unmixed, exported to the United States. 
There are, however, 


. large blending and mixing houses, especially in Belfast, where Irish 
•whisky is mixed with the kind of gram spirit above described. The 
large distilleries both in Burton and in Dublin use nothing in the 


• manufacture of beer except barley malt and hops. 


"It is provided that coloring matter in a fluid form may be 


added to British spirits for home consumption in the proportion of 
one pint to each eighty gallons. It is very different, however, v\ hen 
the goods are sent to other countries. The law allows any admixture 
the merchant, mixer or compounder may see fit to use m preparing 
spirits for foreign markets. 


''The British regulations conserve carefully certain rights of 


the British consumer, but legalize any kind of manipulation what- 
ever when the goods are to be sent on board ships or to foreign 
countries. 


''Under our !a\v goods bottled in the special warehouses for 


export should be excluded from our ports. The law is explicit in 
prescribing that nothing shall be_ imported which is forbidden in 
sale or restricted in sale in the country from which it comes." 


Dr. Wiley maintains that a certificate before our Consuls to 


the effect that the goods covered by the invoice are prepared in 
. warehouses 
where goods are prepared for British consumption 


.should be required. It is a good idea to adopt for two reasons. One 
Js that American consumers should be protected from imposition 
-and the-second is that the regulations provided by foreign govern- 
ments for the sale of goods within their own jurisdiction are equally 
just when applied to goods exported to foreign countries. European 
nations which rigidly protect their own people from adulteration 
ireely permit the adulteration of goods for export. We should 
require them to take their own medicine. They are forever prating 


* about Americans adulterating goods, but they are continually flood- 
ing this country with adulterated products.

Their work, in our county, at least,, tends the other way. In our 
grammar schools algebra, geometry and physics were taught 7 or 8 I 
} ears ago, these subjects have since been dropped. But it puzzles 
me to think how the' influence of a body, of educated men, like the 
professors, could hurt the schools, even could it reach them, which 
it cannot, especially as the work of these schools is such that their 
graduates, after a course of 8 yeajs, in the opinion of the president 
of the Stockton board, which you seem to favor, must yet learn to 
write a letter, count, and keep a. set of books.

Burglar With a Hole in His Head 


May Yet Escape Peniten- 


tiary Life. 


Earle A. Sargent, the University stu- 


dent burglar, is to be tried by a Jury 
for the purpose of finding out whether 
the Injury to MB brain, as the result 
of the bullet wound inflicted -at 
the 


time of his capture Is such that It will 
bring him within the provision of the 


law, 
which says that a man cannot be 


sentenced for a crime while mentally 
Incompetent, deranged or Insane. 
As 


soon as the case was called this morn- 
Ing Attorney Redmond . Staats made a 
motion to have his client tried by jury 
statlng.lt as hie belief that he was not 
In a condition to be sentence.3, and the 
date of his trial was fixed for Tues- 


day. 


In the meantime, Sargent must take 


his chances In the County Jail. 
The 


hole In his head Is far from being heal- 
ed, and he eat In couit this morning 
with his head on his hind, apparently 
caring little what went; on about him. 
His head was covered with bandages, 
and here and there cotton stuck out. 
He Is quite weak, and was given a 
chair to Bit In when 'brought up for 
sentence, and. lay back In It with eyes 
closed while the deliberations contin- 
ued. 


Dr. L. L. Biggin, who attended Sar- 


gent at the Receiving Hospital and per- 
formed a delicate operation on Sar- 
gent's brain, taking considerable of the 


tissue .out and extracting a, -piece of 
bone that had been forced Into the 
brain to the depth of an Inch or more. 
was In court and was questioned by 
Judge Ellsworth as to his belief In re- 
gard to Sargent's mental 
soundness, 


and In this connection said: 


"Sargent Is suffering/from a loss of 


brain power Just at present, owing: to 
an Injury received. 
The brain is crip- 


pled to, that exteftt. I cannot say that 
he Is Insane, but, of course, he Is not 
normal. He acts much aa any other 
man would, but at present is suffering 
to some extent from the loss of mem- 
ory of words. If be gets 
wall 
the 


chances are that he will recover most 
of his faculties, although this Is some- 
what speculative." 


Upon the showing made Judge Ells- 


worth did not feel Inclined to pass sen- 
tence upon Sargent until his sanity had 
been passed upon by a Ji'ry, as pro- 
vided for by law, and he ordered that 
the examination be arranged 'or next 
Tuesday. 


It was the effort of Probation Officer 


Ezra'Decoto to have him se:nt to one 
of the State Prisons, so that he could 
have the benefit of the prison hospital. 
In the County Jail there are no accom- 
modations for sick people, 
and

wound Is still In such a .condition that 
It may at any time result In his death.

paper read last night by Dr. William H. 
IXeffecbach. United States delegate to 
ths International Medical Congress at 
The Hague, before 
the Homeopathic 


Medical Society of the county of New 
York.

treated. Dr. Dleffenbach said, his effort 
met with defeat. In that cue the dis- 
ease was far advanced. 
TJr! Dleffenbach 


described his method of treatment In 
detail. 
It consists In dipping celluloid 


or hard rubber- rods -into solution of salts 
of radium. These rods are then Inserted 
Into Incisions made In tumors. The ef- 
fect of the radlo-acttvlty, he said, was to 
destroy the diseased, tissue. " :There sjre 
some hopeless cases, where the growths 
have spread over large areas. 


Professor Hugo lieber of this city, 


has been experimenting in Injecting ra- 
dium into the tissues without the use 
of rods or sheets of celluloid. He said 
that three cases of tumor and cancer 
had j been treated with remarkable suc- 
cess. 
This marked a distinct advance 


In medical knowledge. Though at prei- 
eat the subject was vague, they hoped 
soon to have more. light..

POINT 


TEMPORARY VICTORY GCfES BY 


DECISION TO DUNSMUIR 


ESTATE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 13.—A new 


development has arisen . in, the 
famous 


fight of Edna Wallace Hopper, the ac- 
tress, for the millions left by her step- 
father, Alexander Dunsmulr. 
The Su- 


preme Court has rendered a decision that 
for the time toeing- gives victory to the 
Dunsniutr wide. James Dunsmulr, bene- 
ficiary under the wlJ], hag secured from 
the Supreme Court a writ of prohibition 
restraining: Judge Coffey 
from 
setting 


aside the proceedings admitting a copy 
of the will to probate. Dunsmuir died in 
New York in January, 1900, -leaving: his 
§8,000,000 estate to his brother, James 
Dunsmulr. 
The original will was ad- 


mitted to probate In Victoria, B. C. .An 
authenticated copy was1 brought here and 
admitted to probate and a decree of flnal 
distribution was given. 


Four i;oars later Edna Wallace Hopper 


brought suit to have the probate pro- 
ceedings declared void. 
; The suit was 


successful and an administrator was ap- 
pointed to take fro-m James Dunsmulr 
the property granted him under the will. 
Then Dunsmuir appealed to the Supreme 
Court to set aside Judge Coffey's'decis- 
ion. 
Tho appeal .was at first denied, but 


yesterday the Supreme Court granted tho 
application for a writ of prohibition. 


HIGH COURT'S FINDING. 


The higher authority, in deciding: ad- 


versely to Judge Coffey's position, holds 
that inasmuch as the judgment "was not 
invalid upon its face any order of the 
court that rendered it purporting to va- 
cate it is beyond its jurisdiction, and 
therfore void. 


In Its decision the Supreme Court goes 
back to the controlling- inquiry in the 
case whether or not the order admitting 
the will to probate In the Superior Ccpurt 
of San Francisco was void. It holds that 
it was void, and that the order annull- 
ing the admission of the will is an at- 
tempt to declare void a decree m no 
senso void, and the result is that the at- 
tempt to do so is beyond the jurisdiction 
of the Court and Is itself void.
